The Scientific Farming of the Woodlot 
"There is no part of the farm which 
will give bigger returns for so little 
expenditure of time and labqr as,the 
woodlot." This statement In the 


: rj Journal, 1. made by Mr. B. R. 
Morton, B. 8c. F., the sllvlcal expert 
who la engaged by the Forestry 
Branch at Ottawa to demonstrate to 
the woodland owners of eastern Can¬ 
ada Just-how these blgver returns may 
be aehleved. But If li Is not possi¬ 
ble to obtain such expert advice, there 
are yet three ways In which the farm¬ 
er, by the exercise of ordinary com¬ 
mon senaef'Cao vastly improve the 
composition, production anu reproduc¬ 
tion of his woodlot. 

Tin first thing necessary Is to im¬ 
prove the cha:acter of the crop, 
which' can be done by cutting down 
and using Tor fire-wood all diseased 
and deformed trees, as well as bucIi 
species whose presence In the wood- 
lot Is not desirable. Only too fre¬ 
quently Is the method of cutting ex¬ 
actly the reverse. Tin best trees are 
cut, often for purposes for which an 
inferior wobd would serve, and the 
poorer species are left seed-in the cut¬ 
over areas and to gradually crowd out 
the better varieties. Before cutting, 
the farmer should consider first the 
use to which the wood Is to be put. 
and second, the species-composition of 
the woodlot which Is most desirable. 
Firewood probably yields the best 
returns foi a small acreage and for 
this purpose rapid-growers such as 
poplar, ash and elm should be encour¬ 
aged, whlcn ( should make an annual 
growth of ffom one-half to one cord 
per Acre. Basswood too, will be in 
Increasing demand because of its rapid 
growth, because It coppices readily 
and because of Its value In small sizes 
for the manufacture of excelsior, coop¬ 
erage stock and other small articles 
for which the wood la particularly 
adapted. Maple reproduces readily. 
I and although not a rapid grower, it 
[ nevertheless yields a substantial rev- 
; enue when it becomes large enough to 
tap. Soft woods like spruce, bal¬ 
sam and . ,ne grow much more rap¬ 
idly than hardwoods and might be 
advantageously grown for fuel or pulp- 
wood. 

When the moat suitable species have 
been selected and the weed-trees re¬ 
moved, the woodlot must then be thin¬ 
ned until the crowns of the best-form¬ 
ed remaining trees are seen to barely 
touch. An acre can only produce a 
given amount of wood each year and

During the past few days the 
United States in particular and the 
world in general has been interest¬ 
ed in the now famous Sulzer case, 
it is purely a political affair, and 
therefore particularly acrid, an 
affair in which we see a man who 
was elected to office by a certain 
faction, is now being scandalized by 
his electors. In other words we 
have the spectacle of Tammany 
people trying to oust Governor 
Sulzer from his office. 

Governor Sulzer, who has been 
Speaker of the Assembly, has ser¬ 
ved five terms in the New York 
Legislature. He has served eight 
terms as the United States repre¬ 
sentative from New York, and he 
has also filled the important post 
of chairman oTthe Foreign Rela¬ 
tions Committee of the House. 

When lie was elected Governor 
it-was on the Tammany ticket, and 
on taking office he declined to work 
on the suggestions for appoint- 
niade by "Boss” Murphy, who is 
the Tammany chief. The Gov¬ 
ernor seemed to repudiate Tam¬ 
many and all his works, for. many 
of his reforms went deep ifito the 
heart of corrupt organization.

While there nre many small observ¬

It Is exceedingly (tour tustu 
to turn about staring at any oue after 
passing; nlbo to look with any evidence 
of stroug Interest at a deformed ur 
otherwise qrlppled person met at any 
time or place. Such as theae-nre cx- 
qulsltively sensitive, and to stare at 
them or to make remarks, oven if In a 
low tone, Is the height of Impoliteness. 
To be. Impolite is to be rude; rudeness 
Is evidence of lack of good breeding; 
therefore It Is s breach of etiquette to 
let any oae that Is lame or In any way 
uffllcted bodily feel that be or she is 
being commented upon. 

Another breach that Is very often 
committed without the realization of 
Its Impropriety is the |>oluting ut ob¬ 
jects when passing along a crowded 
thoroughfare. To walk abreast when 
on a crowded street often gives Incon¬ 
venience to passersby. Therefore It Is 
Incorrect, ns tlie perfectly bred and 
Innately polite person makes It au Im¬ 
perative rule never to Inconvenience 
anybody. The until who steps sable 
for a conductor or any official that la 
pursuing his duty Is the well bred man. 
He does not stop to think of hts own 
social position, but follows the proper 
Instincts of propriety and politeness 
by not hindering the person who is 
about his business.

of his hearers to the fact that about 
two months ago the Prebyterian Gen¬ 
eral Assembly in the United States 
'*V—&*d taken a very advanced theological 
step on this-subject. According to 
telegraphic despatches, it has altered 
the Presbyterian Confession of Faith 
so as to save the non-elect infants as 
well as the elect ones. 

The thought that God had arrranged 
a Plan by which some infants would 
go to Heaven at death, and other in¬ 
fants would go to eternal torture, has 
for centuries greatly troubled the 
minds of all Christian people—Catho¬ 
lic and Protestant. Some said that 
the elect infants would be saved and 
the non-elect infants would be tortur¬ 
ed. Others had it that any infant by 
baptism would be brought into the 
Church and be saved, while infants 
not thug baptized or sprinkled would 
go to eternal torture. Others had it 
that none could be saved without re- 
, generation, and'these were perplexed 
to know how infants could be said to 
be regenerated. Therefore how could 
they hope that any infants would be 
t saved? The hearts and the heads of 
all good people have suffered terribly 
for many centuries because of these 
confused ideas. 

, It is gratifying, the Pastor declared, 
to sec that with the Presbyterians, at 
least. love and sympathy have tri¬ 
umphed; and that, so far as they are 
concerned, thirty thousand infants- 
daily go to Heaven, instead of going 
to Hell. Certainly this is a missionary 
project of no mean proportions! At 
this rate they no doubt believe that 
Heaven will soon begin to have reas¬ 
onable proportions, as compared with 
Hell. We regret that the brethren did 
not fake any measures looking toward 
the relief of the non-elect infants of 
fhe past who now must number thou¬ 
sands of millions. It As worthy- of 
consideration, and we trust will nave 
their attention. S' . 

And sinc^ the matter is so easily 
adjusted, wny would it not be the 
proper thing for alt Christian denom¬ 
inations to follow the lead and ex- 
qt vmple of the Presbyterians? We fear 
Ihat not many of the other denomin¬ 
ations will join the Presbyterians in 
their generous work of helping the 
infants. They might reason that if 
all infants dying in infancy are saved, 
it might be the safest thing that par- 
" ents could do for their children to in¬ 
sure their eternal salvation by kill¬ 
ing them in infancy. Then babv incu¬ 
bators and various devices—medicines, 
foods, etc.—intended for the preser¬ 
vation of infanta’ lives -might eorile to 
be considered detrimental to the 
•ternal interests of the children! 

But how foolish all such theories 
seem! How beautiful by contrast is 
the simple teaching of the Bible, that 
the salvation for all—old and young 
of heathen lands as well as of Chris- 
tion lands is through the resurrection 
power of Messiah’s Kingdom—through 
its enlightening and uplifting, or res¬ 
urrecting influences! Why should wo 
longer trouble with the errors of the 
Dark Ages when God’s Message, the

Election made it difficult for them to 
deal with the non-elect, both adults 
and-infants. He found the Scriptures 
declaring that God is Selecting, or 
electing the Church from amongst the 
world. He conceded that those not 
elected would be properly termed non¬ 
elect. But lie found nothing in the 
Bible to indicate that non-election to 
joint-heirship in Messiah’s Kingdom 
would mean predestination to - an

when He tasted death for Adam; for 
all are under Adam’s sentence ol 
condemnation to death. One man’s 
sin brought the death penalty upon 
all; therefore the one man’s Ransom 
was the Ransom for all. The children 
of unbelievers were, redeemed in the 
most absolute sense from the entire 
condemnation of death. Indeed, 
none but sinners were redeemed. 
"Christ died for the ungodly." Hence, 
all die; and all need to be redeemed, 
else they would have no hope of a 
resurrection. 

In the Messianic Kingdom, the 
Resurrection Age. childreii of believ¬ 
ers will have a little advantage over 
the children of unbelievers, in that 
they will have less depraved organ¬ 
isms when awakened. But under the 
grand resurrection processes then at 
w.ork, such disadvantages will soon 
be overcome.

"Every one shall die 
for his own iniquity." "The soul 
that winneth it shall, die.”—Jeremiah 
31:29, 30; Ezekiel 18:2-4. 

How reasonable are the ways of 
God! How plainly are they stated in 
the Word! Those who have the eye 
and the ear of faith, who are heark¬ 
ening to the Word of the living God 
rather than to the dead ereeds of 
the Dark Ages have a joy and peace 
of mind which is a source of strength 
unknown to others. 

According to the Divine arrange¬ 
ment. parents are responsible in re¬ 
spect to their children. The con¬ 
scientious parent has a wonderful op¬ 
portunity to train his children in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord. 
The Christian parent should earnest¬ 
ly seek for the wisdom from above, 
that he may be able to rightly dis¬ 
charge his duties under all circum¬ 
stances. even the most trying.

out the word "elect," and letting it 
read, "Infants dying in infancy ara 
saved.” But is this true Do our 
Presbyterian friends believe this? 

Come, let. us reason together. Are 
not the children as well as the more 
matured members of Adam’s family 
born in sin and misshapen in ini¬ 
quity ? Are not all of the^e "by nature 
“children ol wrath”? Did not every 
member of Adam’s family come un¬ 
der his sentence* and participate in 
the penalty, or curse, of his sin— 
"Dying, thou shalt die”? Is not this 
the reason that infants die at all? 
Will not all concede that had there 
been no sin there would have been 
no death in the human family? Does 
not 8t. Paul distinctly state this say¬ 
ing, "By one man’s disobedience sin 
entered the world. and death. «s the 
result of sin, and thus death passed 
upon all men because all are sin¬ 
ners" P^Kbmans 5:12; Psalm 51:5. 

Surely all Christian people, Pres¬ 
byterians especially, will agree wrrtF 
me that the sentence of death passed 
upon Father Adam and inherited by 
his race, must needs be settled, can 
celled, before any of his posterity, 
old or young, could be released from 
the penalty. True, we all agree that 
\the death of the Lord Jesus Christ 
is the redemption-price and that He 
provided it more ip an eighteen cen¬ 
turies ago. But do-we not also agree 
that Jesus’ death, of itself, saves no¬ 
body; that His merit becomes applic¬ 
able merely to us of the Church al 
such time as we believe in it and ac¬ 
cept it. appropriating it to ourselves! 

Is not this the proclamation of the 
Gospel Age—Believe! Believe!' Dc 
we not remember the Bible declare 
tion that we are justified by faith, 
not by .being infants? And do we not 
all agree that faith cannot be exer¬ 
cised except by a more or less de¬ 
veloped mind? Hence all should 
agree that the Scriptural proposition 
is, that all infants shared in Adam’s 
sentence of death, and have provision 
also in the redemptive work of Jesus , 
Nevertheless, they can be saved only 
by coming to a knowledge of God 
and of Jesus, and by then exercising 
faith and obedience to the extent ol 
ability. We believe this to be an un- 
debatable proposition. 

If this be so then our Presbyterian 
brethren overstate the matter when 
they declare that all infants dying iii 
infancy are saved. They might very 
properly say. All infants dying in 
infancy, and everybody else, come 
under the provision of Divine grace in 
Christ, and must all be brought to a 
knowledge of the Truth, that they 
may be saved; and then when thus 
brought to know the Lord and the 
terms of salvation, the results will 
depend upon themselves. If they ac- 1 
cept, they may have the everlasting 
life provided; if they reject, they will 
experience -the Second Death. 

We have already intimated the 
teaching of the Bible. All mankind 
came under the Divine curse, or sen¬ 
tence of death—not eternal torment. 
"In due time Christ died for the un¬ 
godly"—for every one of them—for 
all those who lived before His cruci-r 
fixion, and for all' bom since—for 
white and black, old and young—of 
every nation. Because of this general 
redemption, co-extensivo with the 
curse, or sentence of death, there is 
to be i recovery from the curse of 
death. All mankind are thus to be 
made amenable te a release from the 
depth penalty—to have the opportun- 
of a resurrection out of sin and death 
conditions back - to perfect life condi¬ 
tions. Only those -who wilfully and 
intelligently reject this grace of God 
will die the Second Death—be blotted 
out as though they had never been 
—perisn like natural brute beasts.— 
2 Peter 2:12.

An authority on hogs says that 
Southern Alberta will raise this 
I year over 45(X,000 hogs. The same 
authority says this is over 200 per 
I cent, increase over last year, and 

I shows how Albertfi farmer? are »ak- 
J iug heed of the mixed faftiling ad 
; vice. The price of hogs in Oalgafy 
aud Lethbridge is 8 cents aud the 
prospects are good that it will not 
go lower for some time. In fact 
it looks as if it will go up to the 
10 cent point before winter is over, 
as the demand is very br>sk. The 
Lethbridge Herald, speaking of 
hogs says: 

Southern AI beta's 450,000 hog 
lorop this year wilh be worth over 
$5,0001'OO. The wheat crop on an 
; estimate of 20,000,000 bushels will 
be worth $15,0(0,000, so that the 
hog raising industry, which was 
almost uukuown here three years 
ago, is now within striking distance 
of the mark set by the wheat crop. 

“Where there was one hog on a 
farm a year ago there are three 
now,” said Mr. Baxter, buyer for 
the P. Burns v Co , this morning. 
“And still hogs are soarce. Large 
numbers ar9 being kept for breed¬ 
ing purposes .so that the sales are 
muob smaller than the aotual num¬ 
ber of hogs in the country. 

Mr. McKay, secretary-treasurer 
of Delany's, Ltd, and formerly 
with the Swift Co.; states that last 
year the number of hogs in the 
country was about 150,000. In 
lull it would have been hard to 
tind 50,000 This is an increase of 
200 per oeut, for two successive 
years. To show how fast they are 
increasing, one Taber farmer with 
900 acres, is taking np hog raising 
almost exclusively, and will keep 
800 brood sows. 

Mr. Bradleyof the Swift Co., 
was in the oity from Edmonton on 
Saturday. He says that there is 
still a shortage of all kinds of live 
stook in Alberta. He is general 
manager of western branohes, and 
in Edmonton alone reports a week¬ 
ly shortage of meats to supply the 
demand.
